FOR CAB FIRMS

CAB drivers in Honiton could soon be able to 
benefit from new taxi ranks in the town. 

Currently there are only two spaces in the town but that 
could be set to increase to four ranks after the issue was 
discussed during the East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
licensing and enforcement committee meeting on Tuesday 
last. 

All the spaces will be on the north side of the High 
Street, near the Manor House and the Baptist Church. The 
two spaces that are currently available in the town will 
revert to normal parking and would also be available for 
use by stallholders on market days. 

The proposal has received backing from EDDC and is 
set to go before a public consultation. 

Honiton town councillors have welcomed the 
introduction of new taxi rank spaces. 

A spokesman for the town council said: “The proposed 
taxi rank now agreed by the district council was the result 
of a suggestion made by the former market supervisor, 
Terry Farebrother, and was fully supported by the town 
council. 



“Four market stalls will be moved to the other side of the 
High Street and although there will initially be an overall 
loss of three market stalls, it is expected that these will be 
replaced in due course when the changes to the New Street 
and High Street junction are made later this year.” 

John Huffer, of Horseshoe Taxis, Honiton, and the East 
Devon Taxi Association, said: “Everyone in the association 
is in agreement with the proposals and we are all 100 
percent behind it. 

“We will give up our present site and move over to the 
other side of town. 

“It makes a lot of sense and will give us some more space 
and will mean that the market stall holders will be closer 
together.” 

However, not everyone is happy with the proposal. 

Douglas Mort runs the Osteopathic Centre, which 
operates from the Manor House, and objected to the 
proposal on three grounds. 

Mr Mort said that he was worried that access to the 
baptist church would be restricted, that taxis will cause a 
hazard turning in the road and that the new taxi ranks will

be too close to the Dowell Street junction. 

Despite the protest from Mr Mort, Honiton police and the 
Highways Agency are supporting the move. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “In the past the police have 
complained about taxis double parking in the High Street 
when the rank has been full. 

“Although the population of Honiton has increased 
dramatically over the past 20 years with the corresponding 
increase in the use of taxis there has been no similar 
increase in rank space.” 

Honiton residents now have the opportunity until 
Wednesday, November 4th to make comment on the 
proposal. 

A plan showing the proposed location of the ranks is 
available for viewing at Honiton Town Council offices 
between 10am and 1pm on weekdays and at EDDC offices, 
Knowle, Sidmouth during normal working hours.

SPEEDING motorists are making life a 
misery for one lollipop man in Honiton. 

Geoff Reel has been helping children and 
their parents safely cross the road outside 
Littletown Primary School for just over three 
years. 

However, throughout the past few weeks 
Mr Reel has encountered several near misses 
during his crossing patrol. 

He said: “When I put the pole out into the 
middle of the road people are not stopping 
like they are supposed to. It is really 
dangerous and it could end killing someone. 

“People need to slow down, I don’t think 
they realise how fast they are going 
sometimes.” 

Judith Roberts, of the school crossing 
patrol office, based in Exeter, said: “Geoff 
has had a lot of drive throughs on that road 
(Littletown Road) recently. I think he has 
had five in the last couple of weeks. 

“Maybe part of the problem is that we have 
just started a new procedure. The pole is put 
out into the road first and then when the 
traffic stops the lollipop man or woman 
walks into the road. 

“Motorists just keep going and are driving 
around the pole. It is a danger for the kids, a 
danger to Geoff, it is a danger to everyone 
really. 

“Littletown Road is a very fast road 
anyway, I think 50 percent of the drivers are 
ignoring the speed limit and putting their 
foot down. 

“Geoff is very committed and he has been 
with us for a long time and he has kept going 
through all of this, we certainly don’t want to 
lose him.” 

PCSO Sue Rowe, of Honiton police, 
added: “Our lollipop men and ladies are 
having a bit of a hard time of it at the mi nute. 

“Last week we had three incidents of cars 
that haven’t stopped. A supervisor went out 
and witnessed one of the incidents and took 
down the details and we will be contacting 
the driver. Lollipop men are there for a 
reason and if you see one you must slow 
down and stop and be aware of them. 

“They are very valuable to the community.”

MIND THE GAP? 


New platform 
is demolished. 
Rebuild plans 
are underway

NETWORK Rail says it ordered 
a contractor to demolish and 
rebuild a platform wall in 
Axminster because it was not of 
the required standard. 

But Network Rail has stressed that 
the setback at Axminster’s railway 
station will not delay the ongoing 
project — and the cost will not be 
passed on to passengers. 

Eyebrows were raised last week 
when what looked like a brand new 
platform was suddenly demolished. 

Speculation was rife in the town and 
it has been suggested, but not 
confirmed, that it was built a number 
of inches out of the correct position. 


Network Rail has not said exactly 
what the problem was, nor named the 
contractor, but issued a statement 
saying: “Network Rail sets a high 
standard for its work — whether or 
not they are delivered by our 
engineers or contractors — so that we 
bring a safe railway to passengers. 

“We do not compromise on 
passenger safety and take our 
promises to passengers very seriously. 

“As soon as we found, through 
regular inspection, that the platform 
wall was not built according to our 
required standards, we ordered our 
contractor to rectify the problem 
immediately. 

“The additional work does not 
change our plan nor our progress in 
completing the scheme by end of this

year. 

It was also explained that a platform 
wall in this context is a structure that 
sits under the platform. 

Network Rail also said the the cost 
associated with the mishap will not be 
passed on to passengers as Network 
Rail funding is separate from that of 
train operating companies. 

Work on the £20m project to double 


the track at Axminster started early 
this year. 

The scheme, which is funded by 
Network Rail, will enable South West 
Trains to operate an hourly service 
between London Waterloo and Exeter 
St. Davids by the end of this year. 

Axminster station will also be 
improved to accommodate the 
potential boost in passenger numbers.

Family Run Business For Ov 
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Agency’s 
pledge to 
crack the 
flooding

SOIL compaction is the catalyst 
for an Environment Agency (EA) 
inititative to prevent severe 
flooding in east Devon. 

Studies carried out since the floods 
of October last year shows that soil 
compaction played a major part — 
and the agency has joined forces with 
farmers, East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) and Devon County Council 
to reduce the risk of a repeat. 

The EA says that soil compaction 
happens when wet soil is compressed, 
especially by the weight of machinery 
or livestock. 

When soil is compacted it becomes 
sealed, making it almost impossible 
for the soil to absorb rainwater, 
causing surface water to run off. 

During the east Devon floods in 
October 2008, 177 millimetres of rain 
fell on Ottery St Mary and the 


surrounding area in just three hours. 

It is described as one of the most 
intense rainfalls in Britain in the last 
50 years. 

An EA spokesperson said: “Our 
data shows it was 159 per cent of the 
average monthly rainfall for the area. 

“When this much water falls onto 
compacted land, flash flooding is 
inevitable. It’s made even worse if the 
farmland is on a steep slope above a 
town or village. 

“This is the reality in many parts of 
east Devon.” 

The EA also says that more than 
350 properties in 30 towns and 
villages were flooded on October 
29th and 30th in 2008. 

More than 80 per cent were not 
flooded by the main rivers that pass 
through the area, but by small streams 
or by surface water run-off. 

EA land quality officer Richard 
Smith explained: “When in good 
condition, well drained soil can 


absorb huge quantities of rainwater. 

“Our work has shown that an open 
loose soil structure can absorb 50 
millimetres of rain per hour, but a 
hard compacted soil can shed up to 90 
per cent as surface water run-off. This 
problem is widespread in east 
Devon.” 

A piece of machinery known as a 
sub-soiler can be used to break up 
compacted soil, but only if certain 
conditions apply. 

The EA spokesperson explained: 
“When presented with a problem, 
many farmers have been quick to 
tackle the problem. 

“Farmers can break up their land 
following harvest to remove 
compaction. 

“But this can only be done if the soil 


is not wet. Last year’s relentless wet 
weather made this very difficult.” 

Councillor Graham Brown, 
EDDC’s portfolio holder for 
environment, a ward member for 
Feniton and also a farmer, said: “I 
know the kind of challenges farmers 
are facing. 

“There are massive economic 
pressures and the past three wet 
summers have meant there hasn’t 
been a good time to work the land. 

“But I also know just how 
devastating the east Devon floods 
were. 

“Something has got to be done to 
reduce the risk. I’m delighted that we 
are working with farmers to tackle 
this part of the problem. Together we 
can crack this.” 


NFU regional director Melanie Hall 
said farmers are the first to recognise 
the importance of soil condition. 

Expensive fertilisers, for example, 
get washed away on compacted soil. 

Melanie commented: “We welcome 
the EA working with farmers to 
manage the risks of flooding through 
land management where practical.” 

As part of the prevention intitiative, 
farmers without a sub-soiler can hire 
one from the EA. 

Soil surveys were carried out in east 
Devon at more than 360 sites. 

For example, poor conditions 
(which would cause increased run¬ 
off) were found in: 

• 40 per cent of sites at Ottery St 
Mary 

• 53 per cent of sites at Feniton.

Nurse’s bag is swiped 
from locked car boot

A HONITON nurse is urging 
women to be aware of what they 
keep in their handbags after hers 
was swiped from the boot of a 
friend’s car. 

Susie Mills, who works at Honiton 
Hospital, was in Seaton with a friend 
on Saturday, September 10th. 

They parked up at Seaton Hole and 
walked down to the beach - Miss 
Mills says she didn’t want to walk 
down to the beach with her handbag 
and decided to leave it secure and out 
of sight in the boot of the car she was 
travelling in. 

Miss Mills said: “We parked up and 
there were a lot of other cars parked in 
the same spot as us. We stayed at the 
beach for about 30 minutes but then it 
started to rain so we left and went 
back to the car. When we got back to 
the car we didn’t notice anything 


strange at all and there was no sign of 
damage.” 

It wasn’t until Miss Mills and her 
friend arrived back in Honiton that 
they realised something was wrong. 

Miss Mills said: “I went to get my 
bag out of the boot of the car and it 
wasn’t there. Then you suddenly start 
thinking to yourself, did I take my bag 
to the beach with me? Did I leave it 
somewhere? But I knew I didn’t take 
it out of the car. 

“My friend walked around the side 
of the car and then he saw that the 
lock on the drivers side had been 
pushed in, that is how they must have 
got into the boot. 

“The police think it must have been 
someone who had broken into a lot of 
cars and not an amateur criminal 
because of the way the lock had been 
damaged.” 

Fortunately Miss Mills was able to 
get back into her house because her 
friend had a spare key with him. 


Once inside her property the first 
thing she did was phone the police. 

“I guess everyone reacts differently 
to these sort of things but I was 
shaking and it was very difficult for 
me,” she said. 

“I phoned the police and they were 
very helpful and they went through all 
the practical things with me. They did 
warn me that because my driving 
licence was in the bag whoever 
committed the crime could have my 
address so I should think about 
securing my property and my car that 
was parked outside. 

“When this sort of thing happens 
there are so many things to think of. I 
had to cancel all my bank cards. I 
phoned the house insurance but they 
couldn’t help me with the locks on my 
front door because they said my bag 
was in someone else’s car. 

“Then I phoned the car insurance 
people and they told me the same sort 
of thing and couldn’t help me with 


changing the locks on my car. They 
did point out though that if I didn’t get 
the locks changed my car wouldn’t be 
covered.” 

Miss Mills says it took three weeks 
and more than £300 to eventually get 
everything sorted out. 

She said: “It was such a mess. 
Incovenient doesn’t describe it really 
and it was so difficult to get 
everything sorted out. 

“Later on I realised that there were 
other things in the bag that couldn’t 
be replaced. I had some old photos in 
there that meant a great deal to me 
and a gold chain that meant a great 
deal to me as well. 

“I think living on my own made it 
harder for me, I am not a nervous 
person but for a couple of weeks I was 
very nervous. I guess what I have 
learnt, and what I want other people to 
think about, is that you shouldn’t 
carry anything on you that has your 
address on it.” 


Another east Devon town on bike tour list?

It is a 
wonderful opportunity for visitors, 
who will be supporting the Devon 
economy, and many many more who 


will watch it on television, to see our 
beautiful Devon countryside and to 
visit us. 

“Devon County Council (DCC), 
who support the event financially, 
estimate that the value to the Devon 
economy is five times the 
expenditure. There are also 
considerable benefits in promoting 
cycling — especially to school 
children. 


“DCC is committed to the Tour of 
Britain in 2010, 2011 and 2012. In 
each of those years the tour will 
spend two days in Devon and 
Somerset. This year the tour passed 
near Ottery — Honiton, Gittisham 
Hill, Hare and Hounds and Sidbury. 

“Perhaps the town council would 
join me in pressing for the route to 
pass through Ottery — what about 
climbing Chineway next year?”

Decision for Tesco store 
leads to a lot of hot air 


EDITOR — Predictably, the decision 
to allow Tesco to go ahead with its 
plans to develop the old Seaton camp 
site has led to a burst of hot air as the 
anti-Tesco balloon is deflated by the 
EDDC planning department. 

Stand up 4 Seaton has been acting 
like a one-trick-pony and now that 
their trick hasn’t proven effective as a 
campaigning instrument, they should 
sit down and work out if they really 
do have a future. 

The insults flying around about 
EDDC officers and Tesco public 
relations personnel do not reflect well 
on the town, but if it helps to ease the 
bowels of local dissent, so be it. 

The decision has been made and it is 
a waste of time for our toothless 
council to use its last minute (dare I 
say, deathbed?) conversion to the 


democratic process, to try and force 
the EDDC to change its mind. 

First Willoughby House and now 
Tesco... it is perhaps time for the 
council to consider its future, along 
with their erstwhile bed fellows, 
SU4S. 

Perhaps one last democratic crack at 
securing the future of our town hall 
may help to remove some of the egg 
on their faces and secure some of 
their future council seats.

planning, as a space within which we 
just may be able to negotiate on 
behalf of the community. Let us try to 
secure the best deal we can as Section 
106 money comes into play and 
opportunities to raise independent 
funds arise. 

We can all recount scare stories 
about Tesco projects elsewhere at 
other times, but we are not 
‘elsewhere’ and the serious 
commercial situation our town is in 
will not be helped if we continue to 
heap criticism on Tesco. 

We may have fallen in love with 
the prospect of a Sainsbury 
superstore, but they were not exactly 
economically and politically sensible 


in drawing up plans on a piece of land 
they didn’t even own. 

Tesco is a big player and is in a 
position to help us out of the 
commercial doldrums and kick-start 
growth in Seaton. 

We have grown accustomed to 
seeing winners and losers as our town 
has struggled to keep a tenuous hold 
on its future prospects. Progress is a 
hell of a beast to control. 

For E Watson ( Pulman’s View, 
September 22nd) to say that the 
EDDC decision has robbed ‘the 
whole of Seaton’, is an arrogant 
insult to the town. It is surely time to 
stop crying because we didn’t get our 
way and move forward.

A MUSBURY employer has gone 
against the national recession 
trend by taking on four more 
staff.

Julian prepared to take over the 
business by studying motor vehicle 
engineering at college, joining the 
company in 1988.

THE English are renowned for 
their love of afternoon tea as 
anyone who has been to venues 
such as Lyons Corner House or 
the Ritz, in London, will testify.

This was a time when a celebratory 
drink did not elude to an alcoholic 
one. Tea was a wonderful tonic and 
cured all ills. 

The family attended chapel, as 
opposed to church and many non¬ 
conformists signed the pledge and 
were avid tea drinkers both at home 
and in chapel. 

Peggy regaled the group with stories 
of chapel teas, obviously a highspot 
during the year when local farmers’ 
wives would provide cream and butter 
for scones and cook Bromley fruit 
cake, the taste of which remains 
unrivalled today, plus other wonderful 
homemade sponges and seed cakes. 

As many readers will recall, 
children did not reach in front of 
adults to grab cakes, they waited to be 
offered a plate. 

They certainly did not speak with 
their mouth full. 

Good behaviour featured greatly on 
these occasions and woe betide a child 
who embarrassed their mother in front 
of others! 

The story of afternoon tea at Dellers, 
Exeter, struck a chord with many 
members, who remembered the tea 
shop with great affection, recalling the 
Palm Court Orchestra (a trio) which 
provided subtle background music,

Sadly, Dellers is no more, having 
suffered a direct hit by the Luftwaffe 
during the Second World War. 

Peggy recalled the first time she saw 
a chocolate eclair, sadly, for her, 
devoured by her older sister, Dorothy, 
and her own treat of an enormous 
meringue, sandwiched with cream on 
a plate of fancies. 

What the trio below thought of the 
meringue disintegrating over their 
heads from above as she bit into it has 
not been recorded for posterity but no 
doubt the crochets and quavers 
quivered somewhat at the onslaught. 

In the 1970s, Peggy had a change in 
career from working with Cadburys 
and Bourneville, where, incidentally, 
she as office junior who made, not 
surprisingly, the teas, when she 
opened a tea shop in East Budleigh. 

Mentioned in dispatches by Egon 
Ronay over 10 years, Peggy ran her 
highly successful and acclaimed 
teashop for 17 years, producing, in 
addition to homemade cakes and 
meals, preserves and chutnies galore. 

Following her retirement from the 
tea shop in 1993, but still enjoying 
pots of tea and cakes in other 
establishments, Peggy undertook 
work in hospitals as a Chaplaincy 
Visitor on Elderly Acute wards. 

She still gives talks today on various 
subjects, has preached recently in the 
United Reform Church, Axminster, 
and shows no sign of taking life easy. 
Her remedy for relaxing with friends 
— a nice cup of tea. 

Amen to that; the group’s thanks to 
Peggy for a highly entertaining 
evening, providing much jollity, 
accompanied of course, by a cup of 
tea.

What are you expected to do?

I’ve been very lucky, and haven’t had any major 
accidents yet (touch wood) but I had one once where I 
came off and another rider went straight into my ribs, I 
spent the day in hospital! 

What do you hope to achieve in the future? 

I think in classic motocross you don’t really get very far 
as its not as well known or talked about as modern 
motocross. I would love to win the unlimited (any size 
engine) British championship, and also ride abroad. 

I will be riding on Sunday the 11th October on a 650cc 
Triumph. There are some more big names coming down 
such as Tim Manton, my brother in law.

Hirnout high 
at ‘bird ring’

A BIRD ringing event at Colyford Common Local 
Nature Reserve attracted 35 people. 

Axe Estuary Ringing Group was in charge of the event 
and those present ringed two robins, five chiffchaffs, four 
dunnocks, two sedge warblers, two kingfishers, six 
goldfinches, one blackbird, one treecreeper and two great 
tits. 

The bird ringing session took place on Saturday, 
September 19th. 

Finely meshed ‘mist’ nets were used to to catch the 
birds. 

The birds were quickly removed from the nets and 
carefully weighed and measured before having a leg ring 
attached, containing a unique identity sequence. 

East Devon District Council owns the reserve and a 
spokesperson said: “The information collected provides 
valuable data about birds and their patterns of behaviour. 

“The treecreeper was the highlight of the day as it was 
the first one for the group. 

The photo shows a young sedge warbler, which are often 
found on Colyford Common according to the EDDC 
spokesperson. 

The spokesperson added: “At this time of year they are 
rapidly gaining weight in preparation for their migration to 
equatorial Africa, a round trip of 7,000 miles. 

“They can double in weight from their usual lOg to 
around 20g — in fact, one bird was caught twice 24 hours 
apart and had gained 1.5g in that time. 

“That may not sound much but we would struggle to put 
on 15 per cent of our body weight in 24 hours. 

“They are insect eaters so the current rise in insect 
numbers will be good for them.”

Excitement 
of twitekers 

THERE was excitement amongst bird watchers 
when, at dawn on September 19th, six black 
silhouettes in the far corner of Blackhole Marsh 
were revealed as Glossy Ibis. 

They remained on the marsh for half-an-hour and then 
flew on to feed on flooded fields to the east of the river 
before pitching up at Colyford Common. Departing at 
around 2pm, they were next seen briefly at Radipole and 
were then tracked over Pennington Marsh in Hampshire. 
Two days later five Glossy Ibis were spotted at 
Dungeness, Kent, but the sixth seems to have 
disappeared. 

In fact, although exciting, this sighting is not so 
unusual. Coward (1945) notes that Glossy Ibis, which 
breed in central and southern Europe, Africa and the 
southern United States are frequent autumn and 
occasional spring visitors to the south and east coasts, 
and have even been reported in Scotland. They have 
obviously been sufficiently obvious on occasion for the 
old-time marshmen to call them “black curlews” and, 
doubtless, in the days of the bird collectors, with gun in 
hand, they would have pursued any one seen. 

Another rarity spotted, again on Blackhole Marsh, was 
a pectoral sandpiper, and it is obvious that this new 
reserve is proving its worth in terms of numbers of birds 
and rarities. 

Rarities in our region are not just confined to birds, for 
there has now been a rare fish sighting in Poole Bay. A 
local diver, Suzanne Munnelly, was engaged on a 
Seasearch wildlife survey in September with the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust when she saw and photographed an 
unusual fish lurking by a small reef. 

Later examination of the photograph revealed the fish 
to be a rare couch’s goby, a species which has only been 
recorded in a handful of places round Britain, including 
south Cornwall, north-west Ireland and in very sheltered 
areas in southern Ireland. 

This goby only grows up to about three inches and 
feeds on algae, worms and small cmstaceans and, due to 
its rarity is fully protected under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act. As a result of this sighting sea search 
surveyors will now be looking out for further specimens 
in our area to see if it is doing well. 

Here at home red admirals, the odd tortoiseshell and 
painted ladies are still to be seen whenever the sun shines 
and there is some warmth in the air, while bumble and 
honey bees continue to make the most of a second 
showing of pink flowers on my escalonia hedges. 

The garden pond is looking rather tired now and 
requires a thorough clean before the winter and I can 
safely scoop out great clumps of algae secure in the 
knowledge that the palmate newts will all have vanished 
into grass clumps and under rocks and logs to hibernate 
for the winter. 

Only a few weeks ago a scoop with a net revealed 
numerous baby newts amidst the green strands of weeds 
and algae. 

Just a reminder to watch out for hedgehogs if you are 
having a bonfire, and burning piles of leaves and rubbish, 
the sort of seemingly safe refuge where a hog might have 
retired for its winter sleep. 

Hedgehogs are still on the move, stocking up on worms 
and slugs for the months ahead, and only the other 
evening, while driving through the middle of Beaminster 
I spotted a hedgehog sedately trotting across the road in 
the middle of the town, fortunately without being 
flattened. 

Sadly, I have seen not a single slow worm this summer 
past, and not even a grass snake. Up to a year or two ago, 
slow worms were frequently seen amongst the rocks set 
into a hedgerow but now they, like so much of our 
wildlife which was formerly abundant seem to have 
dwindled in numbers. Do any readers, I wonder, still 
retain populations of these legless lizards?

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Less than 
one in four 
think their 
say counts

INDEPENDENT members of 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) have expressed alarm at 
an opinion poll that shows that 
less than one in four east Devon 
residents believe that they can 
influence decisions in their local 
area. 

The results of the Place Survey puts 
east Devon in 168th position amongst 
201 district councils. The firgures 
show that out of the 1,263 people who 
responded to the survey, only 24.8 per 
cent of people feel they can influence 
decisions. 

Roger Giles, independent district 
councillor for Ottery St Mary, said: 
“Our democracy is very precious, but 
it is also difficult and needs to be 
worked at. We councillors have to 
work hard to engage with the 
electorate, to listen to what they want, 
and to try to meet their aspirations. 

“Distressing as these findings are, I 


suspect that they would have been 
even worse if the survey had taken 
place this year. Many people in east 
Devon and elsewhere were deeply 
unhappy at the behaviour of MPs and 
the scandal over their expenses. 

“Some of that feeling unfairly 
attaches to local government.” 

Mr Giles added: “We must have a 
changed mindset. There must be 
genuine consultation with people 
about what they want, and this must 
be at the beginning of the process - 
asking people what they think of 
completed council proposals is not 
genuine consultation. 

“We must also press central 
government hard to devolve powers, 
so that local elected councillors who 
live in and know their communities 
can make decisions based on their 
constituents’ needs and desires. 

“The bureaucrat 200 miles away in 
London, most certainly does not 
know best.” 

A spokesman for EDDC added: 
“Taken out of context, this individual 



result could be perceived in a negative 
way. However, the actual message the 
statistic gives us is not anywhere near 
so negative and should also not be 
linked directly with EDDC 
“In order to find out what lies 
behind the Place Survey statistic 
referred to by councillor Giles, 
members of EDDC’s communities 
overview and scrutiny committee 
have asked officers to contact those 
who gave a negative answer and to 
ask for more details of any issues they 
may have. 


“The question asked was: ‘Do you 
agree or disagree that you can 
influence decisions affecting your 
local area?’ 

“The question is about east Devon 
as a place rather than EDDC in 
particular. The answers will therefore 
reflect people’s feelings about the 
PCT, police, county council, 
voluntary and community 
organisations, decisions taken by 
national bodies and national 
government and so on. 

“This question is not about a lack of 


confidence in local government 
within east Devon and it would be 
wrong to portray it that way. 

“The results of the Place Survey 
overall are positive for EDDC. 

“The question highlighted by 
councillor Giles is quite vague and so 
we cannot be sure what the results 
mean. 

“As recommended by members of 
the communities overview and 
scrutiny committee, we will be going 
back to the respondents in the survey 
who strongly disagreed with the 


statement to ask them why they gave 
the answer that they gave. Until it is 
known why they answered in this 
way, we cannot definitely identify 
where action needs to be taken - or by 
whom.”

OCTOBER sees the first 
meeting of the Exeter Diocesan 
Synod of this triennium, when 
members were elected last 
summer. 

The Diocesan Synod has been 
described as the church’s mini 
parliament for the Diocese of Exeter. 

Members are elected by the clergy 
and laity respectively but it does not 
mean that the church is a democracy 
in the full sense of the word. It is 
sometimes called government by 
discussion. 

The Bishop of Exeter is the 
president and he is assisted by a 
clergy and a lay vice-president. 

Honiton Deanery sends five lay 
members and three clergy to the new 
Synod. There are similar bodies 
locally. 

First are Deanery Synods covering 
all the parishes in the Honiton 
Deanery, and then in each parish the 
local body is the Parochial Church 
Council. Members of the Diocesan 
Synod and the Deanery Synods are 
ex-officio members of their local 
Parochial Church Councils. 

Honiton Deanery Synod with its 
representatives of the 30-plus 
churches in east Devon also meets 
soon. Its meeting is on Thursday, 
November 19th at 7.30pm at 
Yarcombe Village Hall, and the 
topic is The Bible Society — non¬ 
members are always welcome. 
Synod has just appointed a new 
Secretary, Sarah Johnson as

successor to Graham Jones of 
Combpyne. 

More meetings — the people of 
the parishes of the Colyton Benefice 
meet together on October 20th to 
consider the way forward for their 
churches, especially the provision of 
lay leaders. It is hoped this vital 
meeting will be well attended. 

Time to consider the inner 
person... leisure lunches in Colyton, 
started by the late Caroline Turner, 
start again on Thursday, Novmber 
26th at 12.30pm in the Sunday 
School Building. Two-course 
lunches and coffee and tea are £5. 
Please sign up in advance in St 
Andrew’s Church. 

Most churches have one, but they 
answer to different names — 
sacristan, caretaker, or verger. 

The name verger derives from the 
job of the person who carried the 
verge or mace (being the staff of 
authority) in procession, and also 
looked after the church.

They were both commissioned for 
duty at a recent Sunday service.

Members of the Church of Rome 
are glad to hear that Pope Benedict 
XVI is to make an official visit to 
Britain next year.

A series of events is being planned 
which will certainly attract 
thousands of spectators.

It is 
thought that the house was used for 
holiday letting in the 20th century 
and the Lyme Museum has photo¬ 
graphs and recollections from some¬ 
one who stayed there. The current 
owner has lived in the property for 
approximately eight years and dur¬ 
ing this time it has been well main¬ 
tained and nurtured. This unusual 
property is offered to the market 
with a guide price of £725,000 and 
is well worth a visit.

TyreSafe launches a ‘lifesaver in your pocket’ 


Dozens of lives could be saved and 
hundreds of accidents avoided in the 
UK each year for just 20p according to 
TyreSafe as it launches October’s Tyre 
Safety Month. Throughout the month 
hundreds of garages across the coun¬ 
try will be encouraging motorists to 
check the depth of their tyre tread by 
using a 20p coin, to ensure they stay 
safe and legal. 

“As we move into the wettest months 
of the year, adequate tyre tread depth is 
a critical element of road safety,” ex¬ 
plains Stuart Jackson, chairman, Tyre¬ 
Safe. “There are still far too many 
accidents and fatalities occurring every 
day which could have been avoided if 
the driver had paid more attention to the 
condition of their tyres. The ‘lifesaver in 
your pocket’ campaign gives drivers an 
incredibly easy and simple way to check 
their tread depth which will help them 
stay safe and on the right side of the 
law.” 

During 2008, 34 motorists died on the 
UK’s roads where an illegal, defective or 
under-inflated tyre was a contributory 
factor in the accident. At least 900 other 
motorists were also injured in accidents 
where tyre neglect played a part. Inde¬ 
pendent research commissioned by 
TyreSafe found that more than half of all 
drivers could not correctly identify the 
legal tread depth and a startling one in 
five drivers had never checked their tread 
depth. The AA reported that in 2008 
nearly one in ten of every breakdown it 


attends, is for a tyre related call out. 

Current UK law states that tyre tread on 
cars must be at a minimum of 1,6mm 
across the central three quarters of the 
tread, around its entire circumference. 
Drivers found in breach of this law face a 
fine of up to £2500 and three penalty 
points for each illegal tyre. 

The ‘lifesaver in your pocket’ campaign 
encourages drivers to insert a 20p coin 
into the main grooves of the tyre to 
check the tread depth. If the outer band 
of the coin is visible when inserted, then 
the tyre may not have sufficient depth 
and should be checked by a qualified 
specialist. 

Adequate tread depth is critical to safe 
motoring. The tread grooves are carefully 
designed to remove water from the road 
surface and keep the tyre in contact with 
the road. If the tread grooves are not 
deep enough, water cannot be moved 
resulting in a loss of grip and traction 
which can lead to longer stopping dis¬ 
tances, reduced handling and an in¬ 
creased likelihood of aquaplaning. More 
than a quarter of drivers surveyed by 
TyreSafe were unaware that they were 
more likely to suffer from aquaplaning 
with low tread and one in five drivers 
were unaware that they would take 
longer to stop in the wet or would not be 
able to go round corners as well. 

“The level of ignorance about tread 
depth is quite worrying,” adds Jackson. 
“Tyres are the only part of the vehicle in 
contact with the road surface so it is es¬ 


sential that they are in a condition that al¬ 
lows them to perform properly. If people 
do not look after them properly, not only 
do they risk incurring fines and penalty 
points, but they also greatly increase 
their likelihood of being involved in a seri¬ 
ous accident.”

Top Tips for checking tyre tread 
depths 

• Ideally, tyre tread depth should be 
checked at least once a month at 
the same time that you check your 
tyre pressure. 

• If you do not have a calibrated 
tread depth gauge a 20p coin 
provides a useful guide. 

• Insert the 20p coin into the main 
tyre grooves at several places 
around the circumference of the 
tyre and across its width. 

• If the outer band of the 20p coin is 
visible whenever you check the 
tread, your tread depth may be 
illegal and you should have them 
checked by a qualified tyre 
specialist. 

• When checking your tread depth, 
give the rest of the tyres a visual 
inspection for any cuts or bulges 
and remove any stones or objects 
embedded in the tread.

Rugby round-up

ON a day that had a touch of autumn in it I decided to 
take the road to Crewkerne to cover their game against 
Martock: being, apart from anything else, interested to 
witness the progress being made at Henhayes by the 
developers.
